Bereaved 
will face 
burial fee 
price rise 

BURIAL and cremation fees 
will rise by up to 15 per cent 
under plans announced by 
cash-strapped Dudley 
Council as it battles to trim 
millions from its budgets. 

Mourners in the borough 
could face the increase from 
April, if the proposals are 
approved. 

It comes as the authority 
battles to save almost £60 
million over the next three 
years. 

Bosses said today the fees 
would still remain among 
the lowest in the Black 
Country and cash would be 
used to help with finding 
more land for burials. 

They said every effort has 
been made to minimise the 
increases being proposed. 

Under the plans, the cost 
of exclusive right of burial 
would rise from £1,400 to 
£1,610 for an earthen grave 
and from £1,573 to £1,809 
for a bricked grave. These 
are increases of 12 and 15 
per cent. 

Cremation costs for an 
adult will increase by seven 
per cent from £607 to £650. 
And the cost of having addi¬ 
tional chapel time, including 
an organ and organist, will 
go up from £118 to £126 per 
half hour. 

The fee for a Woodland 
grave will go up from £325 to 
£374. 

The proposals are due to 
be discussed at a meeting on 
Monday. 

Drugs seized 
in town raid 

DRUGS were seized during 
raids in Dudley town centre 
on Monday morning. 

Around 30 officers 
swooped on three properties 
at Northgate House in High 
Street in Dudley and found a 
quantity of illegal drugs. 

A 49-year-old Dudley man 
has since been charged with 
fraud by false representa¬ 
tion and was bailed to 
appear before Dudley magis¬ 
trates on January 7. 

A 47-year-old woman was 
arrested on suspicion of pos¬ 
sessing a class A drug. She 
has been bailed pending 
further investigations.

BABY’S first Christmas will definitely 
be remembered by the families of Seth 
Brown and Sebastian Walker. 

Six-month-old Seth and Sebastian, 
aged three months, are the sons of two 
senior keepers at Dudley Zoo and will 
be spending their first yuletide on site 
watching their dads prepare Christ¬ 
mas lunch for 1,300 animals! 

Assistant curator Richard Brown 
said: “December 25 means business as 
usual as the site’s rare and exotic 
animals, which include Sumatran 
tigers, Bornean orangutans and 
Santa’s reindeer, all needed to be fed 
and watered. 

“Christmas Day is the only day of the 


year the zoo is closed to visitors and the 
only time we really get to spend alone 
with the animals, so it’s quite magical 
and both Adam and myself want to 
share that with our babies.” 

Early 

Dads and lads will also include 
Richard’s two-year-old son, Archie, 
who has promised to open his presents 
extra early on Christmas morning if he 
can accompany his father and brother 
to the zoo. 

Festive duties across the zoo’s 40- 
acre site are shared between staff, and 
those not on the rota call in with a few 
treats for their favourite charges. 


Mr Walker said: “The animals do 
become extensions of our own families. 

“We’re lucky to work with some of 
the rarest animals in the world every 
single day. 

The zoo keeper said: “It’s special to 
spend some extra time with them when 
the zoo is so quiet before we head home 
to begin the festivities and tuck into 
our own Christmas dinners.” 

He added: “I’m sure we’ve started a 
tradition and when our boys are a few 
years older we will both be bringing 
them on site with us to deliver their 
own Christmas presents to the 
animals.” 


A WASTE firm boss who failed to meet 
a court deadline to clear a towering 
rubbish pile told a judge he had ‘tried 
his utmost’ to carry out the work. 

Robert McNaughton is facing jail because thou¬ 
sands of tons of waste has not been removed from the 
site in Brierley Hill. 

Mr McNaughton, who owns Refuse Derived Fuel Ltd, was 
appearing at Birmingham High Court for alleged contempt 
of court - put forward by the Environment Agency. 


The agency brought the 
matter to court after Mr 
McNaughton breached an 
order to clear the site in 
Moor Street of rubbish by 
September 10. 

Prison 

During the hearing, Mr 
McNaughton also asked to 
be relieved from a prison 
sentence which will be acti¬ 
vated on Monday, December 
23, after he failed to meet 
orders made by the court to 
level rubbish at the site. 

Mr Justice MacDuff heard 
estimates from the Environ¬ 
ment Agency there was 
about 13,000 metres cubed 
of waste at the site. It is 
made up of soil and general 
biodegradable waste. 

But Mr McNaughton said 
he could no longer comply 
with the orders to clear 
rubbish from the site. 

The company is £694,000 
in debt, with £641,000 owed 
to himself, he claimed. 

Mr McNaughton said: 
“The September 10 deadline 
came and passed but I didn’t 
walk away from it, and I 
didn’t walk away from it in 
2009.” 

He added: “I have tried my 
utmost, I have tried. 

“Every penny I get I 
pushed into it.” 

But Mr Nicolas Cole, pros¬ 
ecuting on behalf of the 
Environment Agency, ques¬ 
tioned him about his use of a 
Bentley Continental and 
Mercedes vehicle. 

He claimed they are his 
father’s vehicles.

Mr Cole said: “Given the 
history of proceedings, this 
is yet another example at the 
final moment of seeking 
another way out. 

“In respect of the applica¬ 
tion, I invite the court to find 
the contempt proved. 

“I take a view that the 
stage of trying to comply has 
passed and had passed in 
June. 

“Court orders are there to 
be obeyed, the authority of 
the court and use of court 
proceedings would be obvi¬ 
ated if Mr McNaughton 
could say he cannot comply 
because he has no money.” 

On starting his verdict, 
Mr Justice MacDuff com¬ 
plained of feeling dizzy and 
faint. 

The case has been 
adjourned until Monday. 


Schools 
are back 
on top of 
the table 

SCHOOL staff across 
Dudley have been thanked 
by the council’s education 
chief for lifting the borough 
back to being the top per¬ 
former in the Black Country. 

The borough climbed 12 
places to 106 out of 152 local 
authorities, according to 
tables released by the 
Department for Education. 

It comes after the decision 
to record reading and 
writing results separately 
for the first time in headline 
statistics. 

Maths 

In Dudley last year 77 per 
cent of youngsters managed 
to achieve level 4 or above in 
English and maths. This 
year, 74 per cent of pupils 
managed at least the same 
level in all three Rs of 
reading, writing and maths. 

The borough was the only 
one locally to see its writing 
marks match those its pupils 
managed in reading but 
fewer pupils managed the 
same results in maths. 

Dudley is second only to 
Sandwell in the Black 
Country for the proportion 
of pupils attending a good or 
outstanding primary school. 
The figure is 72 per cent. 

Councillor Tim Crump¬ 
ton, cabinet member for 
children, libraries and life¬ 
long learning, said: “I want 
to take this opportunity to 
thank everyone in Dudley 
who has contributed to the 
success of our schools.” 

Bus fares to 
goupbylOp 

BUS fares in the West Mid¬ 
lands are going up lOp in the 
new year, it was confirmed 
this week. 

National Express West 
Midlands will charge £2.10 
for a single fare. 

Weekly travel cards are 
also going up as are 
Daysaver tickets, although 
family day tickets are to be 
frozen as are student passes 
and some children’s passes. 

A child’s single fare will go 
up from £1 to £1.05. Fares 
will also rise on the Midland 
Metro tram line from 
January 2.

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Tributes to former mayor who was a ‘voice for the people' 


AN Honorary Alderman and former 
Mayor of Dudley with a political career 
spanning more than 30 years has died. 
Tributes have been made to former 
Dudley Councillor Cyril Woodall, 83. 

Mr Woodall was mayor of the borough 
from 1990 to 1991 and was awarded the 
title of Honorary Alderman for his out¬ 
standing services to Dudley in 2006. He 
was awarded the MBE in 2007 for serv¬ 
ices to local government. 

Alderman Cyril Woodall Councillor David Sparks, leader of the 



council, said: “Cyril was a Labour stal¬ 
wart having devoted his life to his trade 
union and the party” 

Mr Woodall was first elected to the 
council in 1973 and was one of the 
founder members of education charity 
St Thomas’ Network. He also served as 
deputy leader of the council and on the 
development control committee. 

Councillor Shaukat Ali said: “Cyril 
was a great man and very passionate 
about St Thomas’, and believed in 


working to bring about fairness and 
justice. He was a strong voice for the 
people. He will be greatly missed.” 

Current Mayor Councillor Alan 
Finch, said: “Cyril served this borough 
and its people extremely well and leaves 
a very proud history. 

Mr Woodall died on December 6. His 
funeral is at St Thomas’ Church, Dudley, 
today, Thursday, from 1.45pm. The pro¬ 
cession will drive past the Council House 
for people to pay their respects at 2,20pm.

IT started with an offer to tidy her garden for 
£ 80 -a-day but soon developed into a cruel 
con trick that financially ruined a single 
mother caring for a disabled son. 

The emotionally fragile 41-year-old, whose son required 
round-the-clock care, was in danger of being fleeced for up 
to £67,000 after being targeted and exploited by shameless 


flower seller Alan Nicholson, 
ingham admitted fraud by 
false representation at 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court. He was jailed for 20 
months. 

His victim was paying 
£800 every month to the 
seemingly respectable 
Dudley market trader out of 
£l,100-a-month benefits she 
received for her 10-year-old. 

Gambling 

He had befriended her but 
then took money from her to 
pay gambling debts - despite 
having almost £30,000 in the 
bank and a £180,000 house 
without a mortgage. 

The vulnerable victim, 
who lives in Dudley, logged 
the payments in a child’s 
exercise book under the 
heading ‘paying Alan’ after 
being bamboozled into 
believing she still owed 
£45,145 to Nicholson, 
despite having paid around 
£21,000 for light gardening 
and decorating jobs he did at 
her home - later valued at no 
more than £6,800. 

The woman was tricked in 
to believing it was the result 
of a massive tax bill she was 
liable for because she paid 
cash-in-hand for the jobs. 

She calculated that the 
‘debt’ would be paid by Feb¬ 
ruary 2016 but Nicholson 
later admitted it could have 
continued indefinitely since 
he was adding hundreds of 
pounds to the total when¬ 
ever he hit a losing streak. 
The paperwork revealed the 
woman had paid an esti¬ 
mated £21,600 by July 2011 
in an ‘arrangement’ that 
would have seen him pocket 
at least £47,000 more by 
2016. 

His victim finally revealed 
the situation to a housing

officer but when the official 
promised to have the matter 
investigated the woman was 
too frightened to co-operate. 
She was terrified of Nichol¬ 
son, who she knew as a 
‘white van man named 
Alan’. 

Her revelation was passed 
to the Adult Safeguarding 
team at Dudley Council, 
working with Dudley 
Trading Standards. An offi¬ 
cial explained: “This 

enabled the authorities to 
act quickly to protect the 
victim from further finan¬ 
cial abuse.” 

Dudley Trading Stan¬ 
dards officers supported by 
police, arrested Nicholson at 
his flower stall on July 7, 
2011. He was immediately 
banned from the market. 

He had no receipts for any 
of the alleged work he had 
done for the woman. 

Father-of-three Nichol¬ 
son, of Kingsbury Road, 
Erdington, who had no pre¬ 
vious convictions, was liked 
by many. He was said to be 
ashamed and to be planning 
to remortgage his home to 
pay his victim back. 


Owner of 
starving 
horses 
in court 

A HORSE owner has been 
warned he could face jail 
after four animals were left 
to starve and found in 
appalling conditions by the 
RSPCA. 

The charity was alerted by 
two women who spotted the 
suffering horses in an acre¬ 
sized paddock off Manor 
Way in Halesowen. 

Vets were called in and the 
horses were rated on their 
health. Not one of the four 
scored more than 0.5 out of 
five. 

Appearing at Dudley Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court, Dean Young, 
aged 34, faced a charge of 
causing unnecessary suffer¬ 
ing to the animals. 

Young, of Hilton Road in 
Tividale, pleaded guilty on 
the basis he accepted 
responsibility for three of 
the horses’ plight. 

The plea was not accepted 
by the prosecution but mag¬ 
istrates moved the case on as 
they said it would not make 
a difference to sentencing. 

Thin 

Mrs Gaynor Sutton, pros¬ 
ecuting on behalf of the 
RSPCA, said that inspector 
for the charity Paul Seddon 
visited the paddock and 
found the horses ‘looking 
very thin’. 

There was no hay in a food 
container and the grass in 
the field was short. When 
hay was provided, the horses 
quickly grazed. 

Mrs Sutton said Young 
told RSPCA inspectors the 
horses had not seen a vet for 
a year. 

All four horses were taken 
from the field and have since 
recovered. 

Defending, Mr Harbinder 
Gahir said: “He accepts guilt 
for three of the horses but 
not the fourth one.” 

The charge covered the 
time period from January 30 
to April 24 this year. 

The case was adjourned 
for a pre-sentence report. 
Young is due to be sentenced 
at Dudley Magistrates’ 
Court on January 9.

REVIEWS of taxi drivers 
and firms could be published 
online under plans being 
considered by council 
bosses. 

Proposals to set up a cus¬ 
tomer feedback scheme in 
Dudley have been drawn up. 

It would allow people to 
score the service they 
received and also answer 
questions on whether the 
driver was licensed by the 
council and had the correct 
signs. 

Phone 

They would also be to say 
whether they used a mobile 
phone while driving or used 
a taxi meter and whether 
the fare quoted was the 
same as the one charged at 
the end of the journey. 

The proposals have been 
put forward by chairman of 
the taxi committee Council¬ 
lor Richard Body. They were 
being considered by 
members yesterday. 

A report, which will go 
before councillors, says: 
“The feedback scheme will 
put the emphasis on compli¬ 
ance of good driver practice. 

“ It is suggested that any 
driver receiving poor cus¬ 
tomer reviews will alert the 
taxi base owner that a driver 
may not be achieving high 
standards of professional¬ 
ism which in turn may affect 
the owner’s business. 

“This may lead to a higher 
level of self-policing of poor 
drivers.”

A BLACK Country MP was 
knocked unconscious and 
taken to hospital after 
coming off his bike. 

Ian Austin, who is co- 
chairman of the All-Party 
Parliamentary Cycling 
Group, was on his bicycle in 
Broad Street, Kingswinford, 
when the accident hap¬ 
pened. The 48-year-old MP 
for Dudley North has no 
memory of the incident but 
wants to thank medical staff 
and the woman who called 
an ambulance. 

He spent about eight 
hours in the accident and 
emergency department at 
Russells Hall Hospital. The 
father-of-three said: “The 
nurse asked me if I knew 
what day or year it was and I 
couldn’t answer properly. 
Then she asked what I do for 
a living. When I said I was an 
MP, I think they thought I 
really was in trouble.” 


Crystal Gateway sets standards for care 



THE first stage of a £1.6 million project 
to revamp two day centres to help them 
better serve the needs of residents with 
dementia have finished. 

Brettell Lane Day Centre in Stour¬ 
bridge has been refurbished and redec¬ 
orated to improve the facilities. 

It has been turned into a Dementia 
Gateway by Dudley Council to meet 
the specific needs of people with 
dementia. It has been renamed the 
Crystal Gateway, reflecting the area’s 
links with the glass industry. 

The centre now boasts facilities 
including a relaxing sensory room, 
themed 1970s and 1980s rooms and a 
dementia-friendly garden, including a 
designated circuit walk. 

Councillor Dave Branwood, cabinet 


member for adult and community serv¬ 
ices, said: “The facilities that the newly 
refurbished Crystal gateway has on 
offer to meet the needs of people with 
dementia in a very personalised way 
are fantastic. 

Proud 

“I am extremely proud that here in 
Dudley we are leading the way nation¬ 
ally in terms of dementia provision. 
This has been recognised by govern¬ 
ment and our dementia gateway 
service has been held up as a model to 
follow.” 

Mayor of Dudley Councillor Alan 
Finch paid a visit to the centre in Bret¬ 
tell Lane to mark the completion of the 
work, which cost around £960,000, by 


cutting the ribbon at the opening cere¬ 
mony. He presented Ivy Tomkins, who 
attends the dementia gateway, with an 
engraved crystal vase for winning the 
competition to name the centre. 

It is estimated that around 3,850 
people in the borough are affected by 
the condition. 

The second stage of the project will 
start early next year, with the overhaul 
of the Brett Young Day Centre in Hale¬ 
sowen. The cost of work at the centre 
in Old Hawne Lane will be £650,000. 

The dementia gateways offer a wide 
range of day sessions and therapies, 
from crafts and memory exercises to 
gardening. 

Staff also run activities to provide a 
break for family and carers.

A BOMBMAKER from Dudley who made 
crude explosives using fireworks and gun¬ 
powder has been jailed for more than three 
years. 

Police found a vodka bottle containing black powder, 
tissue paper and a fuse when they searched Liam Hedley’s 
flat in Wolverhampton The one-litre bottle, which also had 
three fireworks strapped to it using cable ties, was found in 
a rucksack at the foot of a bed, the court heard. 


Officers also discovered a 
second device by a televi¬ 
sion, a glass jar with a fuse 
and containing a ‘low explo¬ 
sive composition’ and a com¬ 
pound similar to one found 
in commercial fireworks. 

Reckless 

Screws, ball bearings and 
latex gloves were also found 
in the bedsit, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court was told 
last week. 

Ms Sati Ruck, prosecut¬ 
ing, said tests showed both 
devices were capable of 
exploding and causing 
injury. 

Mr Malcolm Fowler, 
defending, said his client 
had ‘a reckless curiosity’ but 
Tittle awareness of the 
potential for harm’. 

Hedley, 28, was arrested 
August 29 over an unrelated 
matter that did not lead to 
criminal proceedings. 

But while being ques¬ 
tioned concerns were raised, 
triggering the police search 
at his home. 

Hedley pleaded guilty at 
an earlier hearing to two 
charges of having an illegal 
explosive substance. 

The first related to gun¬ 
powder and the other to a 
low quantity explosive com¬ 
position. 

His pleas were made on 
the basis that he made both

devices but did not know 
what he was going to do with 
them, which was accepted 
by the prosecution. 

Sentencing Hedley, Judge 
John Warner said: 
“However one looks at what 
you did, it remains the fact 
that you have made, for 
whatever reason, and kept 
dangerous items - the exis¬ 
tence of which in themselves 
creates a potential hazard to 
others.” 

Hedley was sentenced to 
three years for each of the 
charges, to run concur¬ 
rently, plus two months for 
breaching a suspended sen¬ 
tence. 



Terror suspect is 
kept in custody 

AN unemployed man has 
been remanded in custody 
after appearing in court 
charged with possessing a 
terrorist publication. 

Usman Hussain Choud- 
hary, aged 33, from Terry 
Road, Dudley, was 
arrested on Thursday by 
officers from the West 
Midlands Counter Terror¬ 
ism Unit. 

He faces two charges 
relating to the distribution 
of a terrorist publication. 
He was remanded in 
custody to appear at 
London’s Old Bailey on 
December 20.

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Countdown king Glen in semi-final 
on his return to top TV brainteaser 


AS A fresh-faced 17-year-old he got 
through to the quarter finals of Count¬ 
down. Now, 21 years later, Glen Webb is 
back for another crack at the title after 
an impressive run of nine consecutive 
victories put him into today’s semi-final. 

The financial planner from Cradley Heath scored 
an astonishing 141 points out of a possible 145 in the 
fifth show of his stint - the highest score ever 
achieved in a heat game and third highest score in 
Countdown history. 

The feat helped the 39-year-old seal his second 
appearance in the last eight of the show, having first 
appeared on the programme whilst a banking 
student in 1992. 

On his return this year, Glen notched up a score 
of 945 in eight games, notably the highest octototal 
when not all of the games were a century or higher. 
He also became the first contestant to have qualified 
for the finals of multiple series. 

Prepared 

Following his 107-45 victory over Jonathan Liew 
in the quarter-final, Glenn faces Callum Todd in 
today’s semi-final. 

And the self-confessed word and number addict 
said he was better prepared for the challenge this 
time around. 

“Countdown was a show I had always loved 
growing up, and eventually the chance came to audi¬ 
tion in Birmingham I just went for it,” said Glen, 
who works for English Mutual in Worcester. “I used 
to play Scrabble against my dad as a kid and I always 
had a bit of a knack for words. 

“But as it turned out the competition was perhaps 
a little tougher than I expected and I ended up 
winning two games before getting knocked out in 
the quarter final. But I did get to meet the late, 
great, legendary cricket commentator Brian John¬ 
ston who was guest on the show.” 

Glen, who lives in Sandwell Grove, said his desire 
to set the record straight had been scuppered by 
Countdown rules which prevented contestants from 


entering the show twice. But in an effort to max¬ 
imise the quality of the competitors the regulation 
was recently relaxed, meaning his two decade wait 
for redemption was finally over. 

At the end of last year he took voluntary redun¬ 
dancy from his job as a financial advisor at Halifax 
Bank, freeing up his time for an all-out assault on 
the crown and allowing him to spend six months 
practising between two and three hours a day. 

So how exactly does a Countdown hopeful learn 
how to pluck a nine-letter word out of a sea of vowels 
and consonants? 

“It is about constant practice,” said Glen, a life¬ 
long West Bromwich Albion fan. 

“To excel at Countdown you need to master 
uncommon words that feature common letters, 
which means watching the game on TVJ playing 
online and even reading the dictionary to look for 
unusual words. 

“Of course an excellent memory also helps.” 

Like seven of the eight finalists in the current 
series Glen is a member of apterous.org, an online 
Countdown community where players can face-off 
against each other as well as practising word and 
number puzzles. 

Glen said the fruits of his labour came to the fore 
in his record breaking 141-point tally during Game 
Five of this series. 

“I managed to get two nine-letter words during 
the round but I was particularly pleased with 
‘loniceras’ which I had only learned a few weeks 
prior to filming. 

“I had eight letters of the word already formed in 
my head before my opponent picked the final ‘O’, so 
to land that gave me a real buzz. 

“In the previous show I only scored 91 points and 
missed an easy conundrum, so to get 141 was really 
special.” 

Loniceras, which of course refers to plants of a 
genus comprising of the honeysuckles, was one of 
five nine-letter words Glen picked out during the 
eight-game run that landed him the prestigious title 
‘Octochamp’. His other maximums in this series 
were ‘relations’, ‘dithering’, ‘sabotaged’ and ‘nota¬ 
rizes’.

NOTHING says Christmas 
quite like a trip to Santa’s 
grotto. Excited youngsters 
flock to see Father Christmas 
and tell him exactly what they 
want on the big day. 

Increasing numbers of attractions 
across now offer their own Santa’s 
grottos. 

Some, like at Staffordshire’s Shugbor- 
ough Hall, are so popular that tickets to 
see Santa sell out weeks in advance. 
Others see queues build up of youngsters 
eager to pass on their wish lists. 

For children, it is often one of the high¬ 
lights of the festive period. 

Some grottos offer youngsters a small 
memento of their visit, while others give 
children the chance to have their pic¬ 
tures taken with the man in the red suit. 

Shops and department stores first 
started offering their own grottos more 
than a century ago. 

The tradition of Santa making special 
appearances at department stores and 
shopping centres in the run up to Christ¬ 
mas was started by James Edgar who 
introduced it in 1890 to his Massachu¬ 
setts department store. 

Glimpse 

The practice was first seen in Great 
Britain in 1879 before spreading the fol¬ 
lowing year to Australia and America. 

It is believed the first ever department 
store Christmas grotto was in Liverpool 
at the Lewis’s Bon Marche store, which 
opened as ‘Christmas Fairyland’ in 1879. 

Today, it is commonplace for depart¬ 
ment stores to have their own grottos. 

Set within the 11th century Dudley 
Castle, a visit to the grotto at the town’s 
zoo also includes a glimpse inside Sleep¬ 
ing Beauty’s Palace. 

Before meeting Father Christmas, 
children can look around the castle, 
which has been transformed with an 
animal forest, an antique spinning wheel 
and Princess Beauty asleep in a bed. Vis¬ 
itors are greeted by an elf before being 
taking into a warm room to meet the big 
man and receive a special gift. 

Following the visit, families can view a 
glow in the dark puppet show before 
seeing the zoo’s many animals. 

Among the visitors so far are pupils 
and teachers from Lightwoods Primary 


School in Oldbury. Reception teacher 
Sarah Cawtheray said: “I think it is a 
great grotto for the children to visit and 
get presents to take home.” 

Youngsters can sit alongside Santa on 
a small chair while they make their 
wishlist, or on request, can sit on his lap 
to have their pictures taken. 

The grotto is open from 10am to 
3.30pm every day. Tickets are purchased 
for 30-minute time slots. For children, it 
costs £9.50. For adults, it is £6.50. 

A family ticket for two adults and two 
children costs £28. 

At Merry Hill, the adventure takes 


youngsters on a journey with Elbow the 
Elf who, with the help of a snowman, 
makes sure their presents reach them 
despite the efforts of ‘Fumble the Bad 
Elf. 

Children and their families first go 
through to a mini cinema, where they 
don ‘magic’ glasses to watch a ‘5D’ film 
of the story - complete with wind, lights 
and elf dust. 

And the children’s photographs, taken 
as they queue, are already included in 
the film on screen. A photo with Santa 
himself - and a present - complete the 
experience. Entry costs £2.50 for adults, 


£4.95 per child and £12 for two adults 
with two children. 

The children’s fee includes a 50p 
charity donation to ‘Help Harry Help 
Others’. The grotto is open on Saturdays 
from 10am to 7pm; Sundays from 
10.30am to 5pm; weekdays until Decem¬ 
ber 18 from 10am to 8pm; December 19, 
20, 21 and 23 from 10am to 9pm and 
Christmas Eve from 9am to 5pm. 

A wooden chalet-style grotto at 
Wolverhampton’s Mander Centre is 
nestled on the bottom floor of the shop¬ 
ping centre. Among those who queued to 
pay him a visit was eight-year-old Blade 
Wraxton, who said: “Santa was really 
nice. I give it 10 out of 10.” 

Santa charges £4.25 for a present, £4 
for a photo and £8 for a present and 
photo. 

Set in the picturesque Cannock Chase, 
this grotto offers an authentic woodland. 

Young children are given a Christmas 
tree sapling to plant as well as a soft toy. 

Reindeer can also be found close by, 
grazing in their forest enclosure. 

Reindeer 

Angela Marple, who took sons Oliver 
and Joshua along with husband Nathan 
said: “We think it is the best grotto in the 
Midlands. It looks a bit like Lapland 
without the snow.” 

Entry costs £6 per child and on Friday 
from 4pm to 7pm and Saturday and 
Sunday from 10am to 4pm. 

A wintery wonderland of penguins, 
polar bears and reindeer greet visitors to 
Santa’s grotto at Sandwell Park Farm. 

One of the first things children spy is a 
sleigh, which leads into Santa’s work¬ 
shop where they can meet the man 
himself and receive a gift. 

Entry costs £6 on top of the normal 
£1.90 admission fee for adults and £1.40 
for children. The grotto is open every 
weekend until December 22 from 10am 
to 4.30pm. Group bookings are available 
by calling 0121 553 0220. 

Father Christmas sits on a huge gold- 
coloured chair as he greets children at 
the Victorian Arcade in Bradford Street, 
Walsall.

Ambulance staff call for support 


WEST Midlands Ambulance Service 
staff feel downtrodden, bullied and 
are treated with no respect by their 
employers, who are trying to reduce 
their pay and change working prac¬ 
tices to the detriment of staff. 

We are the people you call when you 
are injured or sick. We care about you 
and for you. Do you care about us? It is 
clear our employers don’t. 

Our pay is made up of a basic salary 
and an uplift for working anti-social 
hours, essentially nights and week¬ 
ends. This uplift is up to 25 per cent. 
This is different to the way the rest of 
the NHS is paid for anti-social working 
and is cheaper for our employers. Our 
employers are currently trying to 
remove this uplift from our sick pay. 

We do have a higher incidence of sick¬ 
ness than other groups of workers, 
which shouldn’t be a surprise as we 


come into contact with sick people 
many times every shift. 

Our job can be extremely stressful. 
This stress is increased by the attitudes 
of our management. We are now going 
to be expected to work until we are 67. 
Do you want a 67-year-old driving an 
ambulance under emergency condi¬ 
tions or carrying you downstairs on a 
carry chair? 

We drive using blue lights and sirens, 
putting ourselves at risk, to patient 
after patient, even though most of them 
are stable and in no real danger. 

During a 12 hour shift I get one 30 
minute unpaid break (some get 45 
minutes, it depends which area you 
work in). This can be eight hours into 
the shift, or even more when busy. I get 
that break at my base station, the same 
place I start and finish. 

Ambulance staff feel undervalued 


and morale is incredibly low. Our man¬ 
agement seem to have forgotten that 
what we do is the reason the service 
exists and all other areas should be sup¬ 
porting us in delivering excellent care 
to our patients.

But 
for transport enthusiasts, the efforts to 
restore an old double-decker bus have 
been worth it. 

And now volunteers are ready to hop on board 
to showcase their work to visitors to the Black 
Country Living Museum in Dudley. 

A £40,000 restoration project has been carried out by 
members of the transport group at the museum to give 
the bus a new lease of life. 

The team will be proudly relaunching the GEA174 
double-decker bus which was originally bought by West 
Bromwich Corporation in 1952 as part of a fleet of 20 
before the local transport system was taken into private 
hands. 

The bus was used on the route 74 between Birming¬ 
ham, West Bromwich and Dudley, but it was withdrawn 
in 1969. 

The vehicle was then donated to Dudley Libraries and 
was kept stored in the former Midland Red garage in 
Wolverhampton. 

In the museum’s early years it was used to collect 
items - including Emile Doo’s chemist from Netherton 
which now stands proudly on the museum’s Canal 
Street. 

Permanently 

By 1980 bus GEA 174 had moved permanently to the 
museum but as a kit broken into parts after a series of 
unsuccessful restoration attempts. 

Now, with funds raised by the group and particularly 
a bequest from Arthur Whitehouse, and a team led by 
Gordon Ibbotson, the bus has been restored to its glory 
days and is ready to take on a new generation of passen¬ 
gers. 

There has been a full engine refurbishment, the 
brakes have been overhauled, side panels have been 
replaced along with the flooring and replacement 
window. 

The radiator, which had several holes, has also been 
repaired and re-chromed and the exhaust has been 
replaced to get the bus back on the road again. 

Janet Small, who is the curator for industry and 
transport at the museum, said: “Creating the moquette 
for the seats was a painstaking process but it was all 
worth it. 

“It was made by Holdsworth in Meltham, Derbyshire; 
the same company that created the leather trimming for 
the seats, in the same colour used in the Triumph Stag.” 

Finally, the bus was brush painted and transfers made 
and applied in-house to give it a finished off look for vis¬ 
itors to enjoy. 

The costs were paid for by funds raised by the group 
and with the support of local companies offering dis¬ 
counts or not charging for small fixings. 

The restored bus will now be taken out to a number of 
shows in the future as well as being used in order to help 
promote the museum. 

Mr Ibbotson added: “It has been a true team effort 
with members of the Transport Group and many others 
contributing at each stage of the long restoration.” 

The restored bus GEA 174 can be seen by visitors to 
the museum on Transport Group days, usually on 
Wednesdays and Saturdays.

STEVE CLARKE can call on some 
high-powered testimonials as to the 
quality of his work. 

Five-star managers, former and 
current internationals - all have 
been unanimous about Clarke’s 
abilities, certainly as a coach. 

But the axe has fallen in support 
of one of the game’s oldest adages. 
All teams eventually assume the 
personality of the man at the helm 
and under their quiet and undemon¬ 
strative head coach, Albion had 
become anonymous. 

Like the names Clarke can put on

his cy the Baggies have an impres¬ 
sive roster, by easy consent their 
most impressive of the Premier 
League era. 

But they have become neither one 
thing nor the other in a year of deep¬ 
ening decline; all the glitter is on 
paper when it needs to be on the 
pitch. 

After one-and-a-half seasons, it is 
difficult to know what Clarke’s 
Albion stand for, what their identity 
is. He certainly never seemed to 


settle on a best team. They have an 
array of attacking weaponry, but 
struggle to score goals. The stylish, 
possession-based passing football 
now comes only in fits and starts. 

A defence that was the basis of his 
predecessor’s success, has lost its 
certainty. Albion don’t surrender 
meekly, but neither do they take 
games by the scruff of the neck. 

In the eyes of supporters, Clarke 
was a reactive manager and not pro¬ 
active, a man who seemed to 
approach games making sure he 
didn’t lose it before he tried to win it. 


There have been times in the 
club’s Premier League story when 
that would have been acceptable - 
but not when he has such an impres¬ 
sive array of offensive talent at his 
disposal. 

All of this has combined to cost 
him his place and when the brutality 
of the moment has passed the 50- 
year-old Scot with the blue chip con¬ 
tacts book may view his first spell in 
charge as a missed opportunity.
